Previous speed limit was 60 miles 
an hour, either day or night, but a, 
mendments to the Vehicles and High- 
way Traffic Act which took effect 
July 1 make the speed limit 50 miles 
an hour “When the vehicle headlamps 
are required to be alight” or 60 miles 
an hour at any other time 

Other amendments call for an auto- 
matic suspension of a person's driving 
licence for 12 months on conviction 
of being in charge of a motor vehicle 
while intoxicated, and for six months 
if convicted of a charge of driving 
While his ability was impaired by 
alcohol; second and subsequent con- 
Victions on the latter charge provide 
for automatic suspension of the 
driving licence for a year. 

Also new since July 1 is the new 
section of the Vehicles and Highway 
Traffic Act making it an offence to 
drive at such a slow speed as to im- 
pede or block normal traffic move- 
ment. 

Operation of a motor vehicle while 
the driver's licence is cancelled or 
suspended calls for a sentence on 
conviction of 20 days minimum and 
30 days maximum.

The Khyber Pass, historic invasion 
route to India, again has become a 
crossroads of world events. 

The 30-mile gorge still is a vital link 
in the trade of southern Asia, the Nat- 
fonal Geographic Society reports. 
Brightcolored trucks carry pomegran- 
ate and cotton from the north. and 
busses transport passengers, inside or 
on their roofs, from Kabul, Afghanis- 
tan’s capital, to Peshawar, near the 
southeasternern mouth of the Pass in 
Pakistan. 

Between sheer cliffs double-humped 
Bactrian camels still cross the pass, 3, 
733 feet above sea level, with bulky 
burdens. Vehicles use one road, pack 
animals another. 

The barren, toilsome way is studded 
with pillboxes erected by the British 
during World War 11. On the Pakistan 
side a railways winds to the border. 

Few mountain gaps possess so many 
historic associations as this gateway to 

. the plains of India through, the Safed 
Koh Range. 

For centuries migrating tribesmen 
and marching or mounted troops have 
threaded the narrow defile, Soldiers of 
Alexander the Great, the Tatars of 
Tamerliane. bejeweled Mogul poten- 
tates and their implacable enemies, 
the Afridi Pathans, all crossed the 
pass, Hard-fighting British and their 
local allies won fame as the Khyber 
Rifles for guarding its camel caravan 
traffic. 

The cropless, waterless Khyber still 
has its warlike tribsmen, but since 
World War 11 they have mainly feud- 
ed among themselves, leaving the Khy- 
bed open as a door of commerce be-
